
Once again, Arizona’s seasonally adjusted 
unemployment rate dropped from Septem-
ber’s rate of 5.6 percent to 5.0 percent in 
October.   According to the survey of 
households, the adjusted jobless rate fell 
because of a decline in the number of un-
employed in October, coupled with an in-
crease of employment.   Arizona’s civilian 
labor force declined for the second con-
secutive month. 
 
Arizona’s nonfarm employment reached a 
new all time high in October—2,316,200 
jobs.  The survey of businesses showed 
that Arizona’s economy grew by 23,000 
nonfarm jobs in October, enough to breach 
the earlier record level of 2,311,500, estab-
lished in December 2000.  This monthly 
growth of one percent matches the 10-year 
average for October.  Private firms grew by 
15,400 jobs, while government added 
7,600.  October’s increase was entirely ac-
counted for in the service-producing indus-
tries, as the goods-producing industries 
showed no change.   
 
Government gains were primarily the result 
of increases in public education, which 
added 7,600 jobs in October.  Federal gov-
ernment showed a seasonal decline of 
1,000 jobs, mostly due to forestry crews 
ending their busy season.    

 
Trade jobs accounted for more than 20 per-
cent of the monthly increase in October.  
While monthly growth of trade jobs had 
been below average for most of 2003, both 
wholesale (+700) and retail (+4,800) trade 
displayed an average growth in October.  
Notably, retail trade showed widespread 
gains.  Nearly 80 percent of the gain in 
clothing and general merchandise (+3,600 
jobs) came from an above average addition 
of 2,800 jobs in department and apparel 
stores.   
 
Transportation and warehousing added 900 
jobs, its largest monthly increase since 
June 2002.  Air transportation showed an 
above-seasonal increase of 400 jobs and 
truck transportation added 100 jobs and re-

versed the typical October trend of job 
losses.   
 
Utilities, meanwhile, were flat for the third 
consecutive month.   
 
Leisure and hospitality (+3,400 jobs) 
showed a gain that was above the 10-year 
average, accounting for nearly 15 percent 
of the jobs added to the economy in Octo-
ber.  Food services and drinking places (+ 
2,400 jobs) showed an above average 
monthly gain, while accommodation (+200 
jobs) continued its slow recovery with an-
other below-seasonal monthly gain.  Mean-
while, arts, entertainment, and recreation 
had better-than-seasonal gains for a sec-
ond consecutive month with an increase of 
800 jobs. 
 
Educational and health services (+2,600 
jobs) accounted for roughly 11 percent of 
October’s nonfarm increase.  While gains in 
health care (+1,100 jobs) and social assis-
tance (+400) were above the seasonal av-
erage, private education services showed 
only a slightly below-average monthly gain.  
This group of industries continues to show 
annual growth of nearly six percent.  
 
Professional and business services (+2,400 
jobs) showed growth in each of the major 
sectors.  Responsible for 50 percent of 
these gains, employment services (+1,200) 
had nine consecutive months of increases, 
and October figures revealed an over-the-
year gain of 7,700 jobs.  Much of this job 
growth stemmed from the employment and 
temporary help firms supporting job de-
mand in various other areas of the econ-
omy.   Meanwhile, professional and techni-
cal services added 800 jobs, representing 
the most substantial monthly gain since 
March 2003.  After three consecutive 
months of losses, gains in management of 

companies totaled 100 jobs. 
 
Financial activities added 300 jobs in Octo-
ber. While employment in credit intermedia-
tion firms was unchanged, gains were rela-
tively small across the other sectors.  Secu-
rities and investment firms continued to 
show improvement with fewer over-the-
year losses, though employment remains 
more than eight percent below October 
2002 levels.   
 
Growth in information services numbered 
200 jobs.  Publishing (+200 jobs) and tele-
communication services (+100 jobs) have 
been among the most adversely affected 
service-producing industries since the eco-
nomic downturn began.  Telecommunica-
tions services firms have been well on their 
way toward recovery.  However, publishing 
has continued to struggle for signs of im-
provement.   
 
Manufacturing pared 700 jobs in October.  
Losses were widespread among industries, 
though fabricated metals employment re-
mained unchanged.  Notably, among the 
manufacturing group, computer and elec-
tronic parts (-300 jobs) has not shown a 
monthly increase of jobs since December 
2000.  In all, manufacturing has experi-
enced a loss of 7,300 jobs since October 
2002.  Since October 2001, a total of 
21,400 jobs have been lost in Arizona’s fac-
tories.  Annualized losses have slowed 
from a rate that was greater than 10 per-
cent back in the first quarter of 2002 to 
about four percent in the last three months.  
Comparing the recent (December 2000) 
peak manufacturing employment of 
212,400 with figures for October, Arizona’s 
economy has seen a loss of more than 
38,000 manufacturing jobs.  The all-time 
high manufacturing employment was 
213,400, achieved in June 1998.     
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Construction, on the other hand, continued 
to add to its workforce--reaching yet an-
other high--totaling 181,400 in October.  
This industry group has accelerated its an-
nual growth from the three-tenths of a per-
cent in October 2002 to 3.4 percent for Oc-
tober 2003, representing a 12-month in-
crease of 5,900 jobs.  Specialty trade con-
tracting added 700 jobs and building con-
struction jobs increased by 100.  Heavy 
and civil engineering lost 100 jobs.    
 
Natural resources employment was un-
changed in October.   
 
In conclusion, Arizona’s economy showed 
some noteworthy figures in October.  First, 
nonfarm figures show that Arizona’s econ-
omy breached the old record number of 
jobs that was established back in Decem-
ber 2000 of 2,311,500 jobs.  Figures for 
October showed a new record of 2,316,200 
jobs.   Notably, this record level was 
reached despite the continuing losses in 
some industries.  Manufacturing, even in 
October, has continued to pare jobs, 
though at a slower pace.  Secondly, Ari-
zona’s jobless rate has continued to gener-

ally trend downward because of recent de-
clines in the civilian labor force, which has 
contracted by 29,700 in the last two 
months.  This can be expected, at times, as 
the economy transitions toward sustained 
and broadened growth, especially as the  
people entering and leaving the workforce 
continue to face tepid job growth.  Even 
though Arizona has been only one of 19 
states in the nation adding jobs, the pace of 
new job creation has not been fast enough 
to meet the needs of all those who may be 
looking for employment.  As business confi-
dence and final demand improves, the rate 
of hiring should improve and even broaden.  
As this occurs, Arizona’s civilian labor force 
is likely to grow as increasing numbers of 
people seek jobs.  They are most likely to 
show up in this process as unemployed, 
but looking for work.  Eventually, upon se-
curing a job, they will show up in Arizona’s 
workforce figures as employed.
